At the 
age of four or five months the children follow their 
mother to the border of the forest, where the 
father brings them their supper. At six months 
old they accompany fether aed mother ia all noc - 
ternal expeditions. From eight to twelve mosths 
they learn to attack sheep, goats, and even bulls; 
but they are so awkward that they usually wound 
ten for one they kill; it is not till they are two 
years old that they can kill a horse or a bull with 
one bite, While their education is thus in pro- 
gress, they are ten times more ruinous to the 
Arebs, since the family does net content itself 
with killing the cattle required for its own con 
sumption, but kills thet the children may learn 
how te kill. At three years old the chitdren quit 
home aad set up for themselves, becoming fathers 
and mothers in their turn.
